Loan Awarded 
Mattapoisett Receives DEP Assistance 

State Representative William Straus (D- 
Mattapoisett) and State Senator Marc Pacheco (D-

comprehensive storm water management plan; 

• Traffic safety and concerns regarding the 
entrance and exit to the property; 

• Height of the development: the proposed 
building height of 50 feet exceeds Mattapoisett's current 
zoning regulations which prohibits building structures 
over 35 feet without a variance; 

• Development size: concerns that the proposed 
complex is a three-story building housing 100 units. The 
complex would be situated on nine acres, five of which 
are uplands — many residents feel that the project should 
be downsized; 

• Sewer capacity — the town has a limited sewer 
capacity with the Town of Fairhaven's Sewage Treatment 
Plant and there was concern that the project would have a 
negative impact on Mattapoisett's total capacity; 

• Parking: the developer has allotted for just one 
vehicle per unit. There was concern that there will not be 
space for any additional vehicles onsite; 

• Fire safety: residents expressed "grave concern" 
because Mattapoisett has a small "call" Fire Department. 
The Fire Chief expressed his concern that his 
department's highest ladder reaches only 23 feet — the 
height of this proposed structure is 50 feet. 

In addition to these comments and concerns, 
there were three positive points made, as well: 

• The availability of smaller homes for the older 
population is quite limited in town. The Regatta would 
offer this senior population the opportunity to remain in

town as an alternative to relocating to another commu- 
nity; 

• The proposed development will be within 
walking distance of the town village; and 

• Present zoning only allows condominiums to be 
built in the general business district. This site is the only 
site identified in the general business district that has 
access to the town sewer. 

The letter also mentions the Master Plan for the 
Town of Mattapoisett, which was prepared in January 
2000 by a committee comprised of town residents, as well 
as Selectman Denham and Selectman Andrews, who both 
served on the Master Plan Study Committee before 
serving on the Board of Selectmen. 

The first paragraph in the Housing Goals and 
Policy Statement portion of this Master Plan says the 
following: "Encourage more efficient use of land for 
single-family residential development and work much 
harder to encourage a wider mix of housing opportunities 
for Mattapoisett' s aging population." The same segment 
of the Master Plan continues, stating: "seek to meet the

changing population for smaller, more efficient and 
affordable housing units in suitable locations and with 
appropriate amenities and services." According to this 
letter, The Regatta is the first significant proposal brought 
before the town directly addressing the issue of a shortage 
of housing inventory for senior citizens. 

The board acknowledged all of the concerns of 
the residents of the town, and believes that a "majority of 
these concerns will be addressed before state or local 
agencies as part of the developer's permitting process." 
Therefore, the Selectmen "feel that this project would be 
the town's first opportunity to address housing for its 
aging population." 

Executive Secretary Carol Adams added that a 
copy of this correspondence would available at the Town 
Hall upon request. 

Next on the agenda, the board reminded anyone 
interested in serving on a committee to discuss the 
possible implementation of a Planning Position in town 
can apply through the end of September at Town Hall. 

The board then discussed the ongoing issue of the 
unfinished ramp repair at the town wharf. Harbormaster 
Steve Mach was on hand for the discussion, which 
focused on the growing frustration of the Selectmen. As of 
this meeting, the trailer had been removed and the areas 
had been cleaned of all debris. The fence from the front 
portion was scheduled to be taken down within the week, 
but given the pending Fourth of July holiday and the 
additional two holiday days of Thursday and Friday that 
the crew was taking off, it was unclear how much work 
would be completed.

job done by the state. Although the state took full respon- 
sibility for the damage and agreed to pay for its repair, 
they are "balking" at the estimate for repair given to them 
by D&D Construction. Without this repair to the sheath- 
ing, the cofferdam cannot be removed — therefore the 
completion of the project is on hold.

celebration," Ms. Blanchette said. "We will have some- 
thing on the actual incorporation day — either May 14 
or 15. But on the week of July 4 we'll have a parade and 
fireworks and hopefully they'll be able to incorporate 
the theme of the 150 lh anniversary into (the holiday 
celebration). Everything is very tentative, but we have 
some key groups involved. We're hoping to bring in all 
groups. We wanted to make sure we didn't conflict with 
other events." 

"Now that we have set the date, people will 
know when it's taking place and can get involved," Mr. 
Cowell said. "Setting the date was the biggest thing." 

"We may need some seed money to get started," 
Ms. Blanchette said. "If we can get everything put 
together, we can come to (residents) for an appropriation 
... maybe put that together for the fall Special Town 
Meeting." 

At 7:25 pm the board opened a Mooring Appeal 
Hearing with Harbormaster Charlie Bradley and Eric 
Woods regarding revoked mooring permit # 601. 

"As we all know, moorings are a very valuable 
commodity and the town has worked very diligently to 
maintain accurate records and payments," Mr. Bradley 
said. "Over the past four years, we have included a letter 
with the mooring renewal notices reiterating the policy 
that the town has established — that mooring fees 
should be paid by (the deadline)." 

Richard Burke, an attorney representing Eric 
Woods, noted that his client's situation is unique to 
other mooring holders who have lost their permit 
privileges. "We're asking the Board of Selectmen to look 
at the special circumstances in this case," Mr. Burke 
said. "The Woods had no knowledge of the change in 
the (town's) mooring regulations ... they submitted $50 
which was the long-standing mooring fee. They were on 
an extended sea voyage. This is a case in which payment 
was attempted ... it is distinguishable between someone 
who is knowingly ignoring (the town's) deadlines and 
regulations." 

Mr. Winters concurred that the Woods clearly 
intended to pay their mooring fee, however the burden 
of making sure the bill is paid falls squarely on the 
mooring permit holder.

"It's a very slippery slope to start to draw a line 
to say we accept a reason for why something happened," 
Selectman Winters said. "The burden is really placed on 
the mooring owner to set up a process by which their 
interests and, in this case, their mail gets to them in a 
timely manner. To be fair to others, I would have to 
support that." 

"I think the facts in the case are pretty clear," 
added Selectman Bryant. "My concern is that this is 
never an easy situation. Unfortunately, I read situations 
of other people who have been out of the country and 
they have been denied their appeal." 

"I don't know what the circumstances were 
where others lost their mooring, but did they make an 
attempt to pay?" asked Mr. Woods. "We took every 
possible step to ensure the payment of the mooring was 
made in time. We attempted to pay this, not once but 
twice. I'm really asking you to reconsider this." 

In keeping with their past practice, however, the 
board unanimously voted to deny the appeal of mooring 
permit #601 for Eric Woods.

At 7:50 pm the board met with Roger Blanchette, 
Chairman of the Zoning Board of Appeals (ZBA), 
regarding an application submitted for a comprehensive 
permit by Baywatch Realty Trust for a 204-unit housing 
complex on 30 acres of land to be located on Front Street 
just north of The Wave restaurant. Mr. Blanchette 
informed the board that the application is for a 17- 
building complex, housing 12 1,000-square-foot units 
each.

town official some nine years ago — a benefit which is not 
allowed under Chapter 32B of Massachusetts General 
Laws. 

"There is an elected official who has been receiv- 
ing this benefit . . . and never should have been in the first 
place," Mr. Hall said. "It's never been challenged before 
... I assumed it was part of the town's policy. It's only 
$4.30 a month, but it's a benefit that shouldn't be there. 
Chapter 32B is very clear (on this matter). Not that we're 
aware of it, we'll have to inform our insurance carrier." 

The board agreed that the town's insurance 
carrier should be informed of this matter and unani- 
mously voted to send a letter to them explaining the 
policy in question, adding that "there is something

insurance benefit. 

Mr. Hall also asked the board about the town's 
policy concerning the use of town-owned equipment and 
vehicles for "personal use." He was referring, specifically, 
to use of a Highway Department vehicle. He wasn't 
suggesting such use should or shouldn't be sanctioned, he 
just wanted to know what the town's policy was in this 
matter. The board said they would need to address this 
issue with regards to all town departments in the near 
future. 

At 7:05 pm the board met with members of the 
Rochester Country Fair Committee to discuss pending 
plans and a potential problem they've encountered with 
liability issues from the town's insurance carrier for the 
popular Woodsman Show to be held during the weekend 
celebration. According to Julie Koczera of the Country 
Fair Committee, last year the town agreed that their 
existing insurance policy governing "town celebrations 
and events" would cover any potential injuries incurred 
during the fair. Additionally, participants signed a waiver 
agreeing that their personal insurance would cover any 
potential injuries. 

However, the town's insurance carrier is con- 
cerned over the dangerous nature of the Woodsman Show 
and has suggested that a separate insurance policy be 
purchased to cover any potential liability for spectators 
and participants — at an estimated cost of $250 to $500. 

"They said we should have additional insurance 
for the Woodsman Show," said Town Treasurer John Hall. 
"They feel we should have special event liability for the 
Woodsman Show. We believe we can cover the additional 
expense this year . . . but should we include special event 
insurance in next year's budget (for this event)?" 

The board agreed to fill out and submit an 
application to their insurance carrier for so-called "special 
event insurance" for the Woodsman Show and also said 
they would consider adding the additional expense to the 
town's celebrations budget for next year's fair. 

On a related note, the board also unanimously 
voted to sign and approve permits for both the Rochester 
Country Fair, to run August 15 through 19, and the 
Harvest Time Parade, to be held on Sunday, August 19 
beginning at 1:00 pm from Plumb Corner Mall. Commit-

tee member Duffy Clapp noted that the Rochester Fire 
and Highway Departments will be running the Bon Fire 
again this year on Saturday night, August 18 at dusk, and 
State Representative William Straus has agreed to be the 
Grand Marshall for the parade. 

At 7:22 pm the board met with members of the 
Board of Assessors and Finance Committee (FinCom) to 
discuss a couple of potential "snafus" which will ad- 
versely affect the town's tax rate. First, there was appar- 
ently an error in the wording of both the Town Meeting 
article and the pending Town Election ballot question to 
fund an ambulance for the Fire Department. According to 
FinCom Chairman Michael Costa, instead of specifying 
the $179,300 sum be placed as a "debt exclusion," it was 
worded to be a "debt inclusion," meaning the entire 
expenditure will be placed on this year's tax rate. Since 
the item has already been approved by Town Meeting and 
the absentee ballots for the July 25 Election have already 
been accepted, it is too late to change the problematic 
wording. 

Although this would create a hike in the esti- 
mated FY2002 tax rate, Chairman Cutler did concur that 
at least it would only be a "one-time hit." 

Another snag, however, comes with the fluctuat- 
ing Chapter 61 property assessments on cranberry bogs, 
which are recommended annually by the Farmland 
Advisory Commission. This year, the Board of Assessors 
reported that the commission is likely to reduce bog 
valuations due to poor crops, and this could cause the

value of Rochester agricultural property to drop another 
$120,000, forcing the town's taxpayers to make up the 
shortfall. 

Jointly, the one-time ambulance purchase price 
and a reduction in cranberry bog assessments could hike 
the average Rochester tax bill by as much as $135 for this 
coming fiscal year. 

"I think we need to look at some ways to average 
the (agricultural assessment) increases and decreases," 
Selectman Ryan said. "Bumping up and down is not 
going to sit well with the average taxpayer." 

Under Old Business, resident Tony Sol came 
before the board to follow-up on his previous inquiry into 
the admittance policy at the Annie Maxim Home in 
Rochester. It was Mr. Sol's understanding when the 
facility was opened as per their benefactor's last will and 
testament, that preference would be given to Rochester 
residents. He is concerned that a Rochester resident has 
been denied placement at the home, and he asked the 
board to look into the specifications of benefactor George 
A. Cowen's estate. 

Mr. Huntoon said that although this is a private 
facility and town has no legal recourse, he personally 
went to the Registrar of Probate to research Mr. Cowen's 
will and found that "both files regarding the Annie 
Maxim Home were not where they are supposed to be ... 
I was told they are working on another (legal) matter 
involving the Annie Maxim Home," he said. 

"If the files are not there, where are they?" Mr. Sol

demanded. "Common sense tells me we are entitled to 
know how this will was worded. You keep telling me it's 
(a private facility) ... I can't buy that! This should be (a 
matter of) public record. I've called (the Annie Maxim 
Home) and they don't even have the courtesy to return 
phone calls. We have a right to know." 

"It does bother me that the records are not there," 
Chairman Cutler agreed. "It might be appropriate to send 
a letter to the Registrar of Probate expressing our concern 
that there is no paper trail (for) the records."

IGUANAS 

I recently went to buy an iguana but the person at the pet 
shop wanted me to send a lot of money on a fancy light and 
an under the tank heater. Was he trying to rip me off? 
No, he was trying to insure good health in the iguana. 
Ultraviolet lights are vital to the health of iguanas. 
Without a light that produces utraviolet radiation the 
iguana will die of rickets. This is by far the most com- 
mon cause of death of pet iguanas. 

Why would an iguana need a heater? 
Iguanas are poikilothermic (cold blooded) and need 
an external heat source to maintain their body tem- 
perature. Their bodies function best when they can el- 
evate their temperatures to 95°F during the day and 
lower them to 75°F at night. A heat lamp above the 
tank and a heater below the tank accomplish this best.

interest charges and fined $400,000. 

A crowd of 32 residents came to the (recent) hearing 
about the development. Dan Lee, of the (Mattapoisett) Board of 
Health, said the project, as designed, was on the wrong side of 
the street, will have traffic problems especially with entering and 
exiting, and he primarily asked about sewage disposal. Mr. Lee 
said three schools and homes along Park Street and off Acushnet 
Road are scheduled to be tied into the sewage disposal line. Will 
this project take away from these pro-posed tie-ins? Lee inquired. He 
said these streets have already been approved and then asked 
where the additional cars for the apartments (with one car per 
household limit) will be parked. 

When Selectman Barry Denham shook his head, Lee 
admonished him: "Don't shake your head, Barry. Something has 
to be done with that. People have a problem in the center of 
town (drainage)." Selectman Raymond Andrews said the traffic 
issue could be addressed. Earlier, Selectman Denham said the 
developers have to apply for a curb cut to handle the incoming 
and outgoing traffic, and that curb cut has to qualify by state 
standards. He added that the Selectmen would say in their 
comments to the state that they don't want traffic from the 
project going into town streets. A resident had inquired about 
any possible Church Street exit from the project.

Fire Chief Ronald E. Scott said the proposed 50-foot 
height of the three-story project will be a problem because the 
town does not have the means to reach that height with any 
ladder or ladder truck. Also, he added that the town does not 
have the manpower or equipment to service this development. 
In answer to a question about the cost of a ladder truck of 
sufficient (height) to serve the development, Chief Scott said 
"$750,000." Does anyone think that the developer is paying for 
that truck? Guess again. 

Currently, the town has a 35-foot height restriction on 
buildings. Selectman Denham said the state recommends an 
equitable agreement between developers and respective 
communities. He said there is room for compromise. 

Bill Bancroft, who has worked extensively in getting 
sewage disposal for town residents, asked how the town will get 
additional capacity for The Regatta connection. With 200 
residents planned for the complex, Mr. Bancroft said 75-gallons 
per day, per person, can be expected in terms of additional flow 
into the sewage line. The Board of Water and Sewer Commis- 
sioners are scheduled to hear from the developers about the 
proposed connection. Residents need to make their voices heard.

Cats & Dogs. Starring Jeff Goldblum, Elizabeth Perkins, and the 
voices of Alec Baldwin and Tobey Maguire. Directed by Lawrence 
Guterman. Running time: 86 minutes. MPAA rating: PG. At Cinema 12 
at the North Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

Having lived under the same roof with both species in 
question, I was ready to embrace Cats & Dogs as a frisky, funny 
antidote to the bloat and crud we've been handed so far this 
summer. I was ready to accept the movie's premise that dogs are 
loyal and friendly and cats are devious and evil; the two cats I 
currently live with, while not exactly evil, are still the sort who 
deposit interesting gifts on the bathroom rug and don't remotely 
care if I catch them doing it. 

Cats & Dogs is a blend of live action, Jim Henson Workshop 
puppetry, and computer animation. In short, it's yet another 
movie that would have little reason to exist without the novelty 
of bits and bytes; if it were done as a straight hand-drawn cartoon, 
it would seem to have no point, primarily because it's been done 
that way so many times before — the war between cats and dogs 
has been chronicled since lines first moved on a screen (most 
notably by Chuck Jones, the Thucydides of this particular war). 

The premise, courtesy of scripters Glen Ficarra and John 
Requa, has amusement potential: Cats used to lord it over mankind 
until dogs rose up and helped their best friends, humans, 
overthrow the feline oppressors. Now the cats, led by the 
unfortunately named Mr. Tinkles (voice by Will & Grace's Sean 
Hayes), have a plan: stop nutty professor Jeff Goldblum from 
inventing a formula that will eradicate human allergies to dogs. 
(You'd think the cats would want to befriend Goldblum and 
persuade him to concoct a comparable serum for cat allergies, but 
never mind.) After the family dog is "catnapped," Goldblum's 
wife (Elizabeth Perkins) brings home a perky new beagle for their 
bratty kid (Alexander Pollock, who isn't exactly a find), who 
christens the dog Lou (short for "Loser"). 

Tobey Maguire comes in for voice work on Lou, and he and 
the rest of the actors who make the dogs talk — Alec Baldwin as 
the gruff combat veteran Butch, Joe Pantoliano as the surveillance 
expert Peek, Susan Sarandon as the vampy Ivy — are mostly 
stuck on sincere mode; it's as if dogs were incapable of guile (if so, 




they must suck at the espionage we keep seeing them practice in 
montages). At least the dogs are convincing visually, though; 
except for the talking scenes — no one has yet mastered the 
illusion of talking animals, though the Babe movies came closest 

— the dogs move like real dogs. It's obvious actual dogs were 
used whenever possible. 

The cats, on the other hand, are disgraceful. Those who live 
with cats and watch them a lot will be offended by Cats & Dogs, 
not because the movie slanders kitties but because nobody who 
made the movie seems to have any idea how cats move. Cats are 
constantly shown doing things cats can't do, moving in ways no 
cat can. Since the dogs are generally realistic, the cats look all the 
more puppety and cheap. Really, these cats are only a step or 
three advanced from Toonces the driving cat. When an actual cat 
makes a rare appearance onscreen, it sticks out and looks wrong 

— "Hey, that's a real cat. It's actually moving gracefully. Looks 
weird." 

The photo of the dour-looking cat leader addressing his 
minions under a giant banner reading "MR. TINKLES" promises 
a sillier, funkier time at the movies than you get; so does Sean 
Hayes' participation as Mr. Tinkles — he never gets to be as bitchy 
as you want him to be. Cats & Dogs is, at its absolute peak, faintly 
amusing. I chuckled at a few bits, like an audience of mice flipping 
through Mr. Tinkles' planbook in unison, or the way an esteemed 
dog (voiced by Charlton Heston) gets the attention of all the other 
canines at the World Council of Dogs. I certainly didn't laugh 
much at the humans; poor Elizabeth Perkins seems stranded, and 
Jeff Goldblum is sidling up to the non-performance stage of his 
career — he knows all he has to do is show up, stammer a little, 
and put on that hipster grin of his that tells you he's really smarter 
than this. If so, why is he, or anyone else, in this movie?

Relax, unwind, drop in anytime to paint.

It's ironic that some of the trademark images which imme- 
diately come to mind when I think of film-maker Steven 
Spielberg contain clenching, razor-sharp teeth: the iconic depic- 
tion of Jaws, the gaping maw of the T-Rex from Jurassic Park, 
even the grinning skeletons and leering Nazis which populate 
the Indiana Jones films. All great movies from a once-great di- 
rector who, I fear, has lost his bite of late. After reaching a career- 
high pinnacle with the Academy Award-winning Schindler's List 
— undoubtedly the auteur's single greatest masterpiece — 
Spielberg has been jumping from project to project like Indiana 
Jones running from his relentless pursuers. The problem lately is 
that instead of wowing me with his clever bag of tricks or nar- 
row escapes, he just keeps pulling out a revolver and predict- 
ably shooting the big guy with the machete — time and time again. 
And it's quickly beginning to wear thin. 

It pains me to admit the sad fact about one of my favorite 
cinematic artists: but I can't shake the thought that ol' Steve has 
fallen victim to his own hype since capturing the little bald golden 
guy ... he seems to be set on touchy-feely cruise control and his 
films no longer boast the passion and pizzazz of his early work. 
Since the one- two punch of Schindler's List and the original Ju- 
rassic Park, he hasn't made what I would consider a really solid 
... or even just plain fun film. The closest for me would be The 
Lost World, an entertaining popcorn flick that was unfairly ma- 
ligned as an inferior sequel. (Note that Spielberg is wisely not 
helming the forthcoming third and likely unnecessary install- 
ment in the dino-series.) 

Even the critically-acclaimed Saving Private Ryan felt forced 
and unoriginal to me after its bravura opening battle sequence 
which rendered the rest of the film bland by comparison. And 
the swelling John Williams score — itself becoming a caricature 
of bad Hollywood music — didn't mesh with cryptic and hammy 
one-liners like "Earn this." Huh? 

Now comes the promise of a collaboration from beyond the 
grave between the late, great Stanley Kubrick and Spielberg in 
the guise of A.I., or Artificial Intelligence. Having read some of 




the pre-release press on the film, I was ready to be bowled over 
by this meeting-of-the-masters and was bolstered by the fact that 
Spielberg was not only behind the camera for a new sci-fi film 
but also penned the script based upon Kubrick's original treat- 
ment — his first such venture since Close Encounters of the Third 
Kind. 

Well ... consider A.I. "Close Encounters of the Dull Kind." 
After another promising start, the film lulls us into a painfully 
procrastinated third act in which we are pummelled with cross- 
references to Disney's Pinocchio again and again! Spielberg 
wasn't even this deliberate or obvious in his own wondrous E.T., 
which could have easily fallen into cheap sentimentality but in- 
stead retained an edge by keeping the central relationship be- 
tween E.T. and Elliot real. I had a much easier time buying into 
the idea of a caring lump of molded alien latex than a real-life 
boy playing a robot hard-wired for unconditional love. 

So what gives? Well, I think Spielberg's sad decline is symp- 
tomatic of the increasing amount of pandering to the lowest com- 
mon denominator that Hollywood has been doing of late. With a 
few rare exceptions — brave directors like Terry Gilliam, Quentin 
Tarantino, David Lynch, and Tim Burton immediately come to 
mind — the bulk of so-called "Hollywood" factory movies are 
made with the same cookie-cutter mentality by the same, easily- 
influenced and impressionable film-makers. In this information 
age of test audiences and Internet polls, we're far too concerned 
with public opinion and catering to the masses than we are with 
nurturing personal and passionate projects. And unless a film 
rakes in $50 million or more in its opening weekend, it's consid- 
ered a bomb and takes the two-month super-slide onto the shelf 
at a local Blockbuster, hoping to recoup its losses. 

Oddly enough, AT. has become something of the critics' dar- 
ling — not unlike the equally-overrated Saving Private Ryan — 
and I think that's mainly in response to the frustration that hype- 
hungry critics share about Spielberg's recent output ... that, and 
the honor of being quoted on a high-profile Spielberg movie ad, 
poster, or commercial. But the sharp drop-off in second-week 
business for the heavily-promoted movie suggests audiences may 
share my disappointment. I long for the days when Spielberg 
would go off on a shoestring budget and break new ground with 
gutsy and imaginative films about man-eating sharks, mind-con- 
trolling aliens, daring adventurers, and personal stories about 
the human condition. He's proven before with The Color Purple 
and E.T. that sentimentality doesn't have to replace real emo- 
tion. And he once wasn't afraid to make edgy, scary films like 
Indiana Jones and the Temple of Doom or Poltergeist. 

But these days all we seem to be getting is Spielberg-Lite: 
safe, "message" movies in which the film-making craft takes a 
backseat to the uplifting moral tale. And I want something meatier 
to sink my teeth into.

If the sun can damage paint, imagine what it can 
do to unprotected skin and eyes. A sunscreen with a high 
SPF number should be worn. Recent studies have shown 
that these products lose their effectiveness both in the 
bottle and on the skin. They should be purchased fresh at 
least annually, stored aboard in a cooler since heat tends 
to break down their preservatives, and should be reap- 
plied often. UVA (Ultraviolet type A rays) not only cause 
sunburn, sun poisoning, wrinkles, skin cancer, and the 
like, but can damage unprotected eyes as well. Boaters 
should protect eyes with a good pair of UV-rated sun- 
glasses. 

Wearing lightweight long clothing not only 
protects boaters from the sun, but also helps the body 
maintain a proper temperature. Add a broad-rimmed hat 
to the ensemble, not only for fashion, but for safety. 
Wearing bathing suits on boats is traditional, but may not 
afford necessary protection. If a member of the crew 
should succumb to the heat, it is very important to catch 
the problem early before heat prostration or heat stroke is

manifested. At the first sign of a heat-related problem

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of heat and humidity. The symptoms of this syndrome are 
the same as intoxication, which include: lack of coordina- 
tion, poor depth perception, poor judgment and just plain 
fatigue.

"Be prepared" is not only a good motto for the 
Boy Scouts, but is a wise rule of boating. Remember, you 
may be planning to go out for a short time, but you could 
be out for a long time. Boats do break down, and when 
they do boaters need to have emergency items and rations 
on board to survive. Have all of the required safety 
equipment. The USCG Auxiliary will give you a free, no 
obligation VSC (Vessel Safety Check). The prudent 
skipper always makes out a float plan. This is a simple 
precaution. Just write down: a short description and 
number of your boat, where you will be going, the route 
you will follow, how long you will be there, and what 
time folks should get worried and call authorities. Then, 
leave it with someone who will miss you if you don't 
return by the "worry time." 

Taking a boating safety program from the USCG 
Auxiliary is an excellent idea. Generally speaking, the 
savings on boating insurance recovers the minimal cost 
for materials.
